As he was 
appointed for a definite period of 
tim e w ith the provision his em ­ 
ploym ent can be discontinued at 
any tim e, it w ill not be neces­ 
sary for the city council to hold 
public hearings, as provided for 
in the new ordinance, if it de­ 
sires to let the new city m anager 
go.

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Palm Springs Resident Who Was Friend of Wright Brothers 
Tells of His Early Experiences With Famous inventors of 
Aeroplane; First Time in Print for Some of These Fads 


(Editor’s Note: In the following article, exclusive in The Desert' 
Sun, Harry L. Van Atta of Palm Springs, for many years a friend 
of the famous Wright Brothers, in his own quaint way tells of some 
of the interesting early experiences of the inventors of the airplane. 
Many of the facts have never appeared in print. Van Atta was far 
Anore than an acquaintance of the Wright Brothers, spending much 
tim e in their workshop while they were building their plane, and 
frequently accompanying them to their testing ground.)

On my first visit to the Palm 
Springs Airport, after our gov­ 
ernment had taken it over and 
started converting it into one of 
the largest bombing fields in the 
country, as Dr. J. R. Macartney, 
minister 
of 
the 
Community 
church here, and his elder broth­ 
er, a retired minister, and m y­ 
self sat in Dr. Macartney's car, 
looking at some of the large four- 
motored fortresses, my m i n d 
drifted back to my early experi­ 
ences, seeing the first attem pt of 
the first airplane to fly, and 1 
jmarveled at the great and won­ 
derful improvements since that 
day. 
Back in 1903 we lived in Day­ 
ton, Ohio, and at that time I 
owned and operated one of the 
first three picture shows in Day­ 
ton. It was called a Nickleodeum 


Sharpened and Bicycles Repair­ 
ed,” etc. In the room upstairs they 
were experimenting and develop­ 
ing a thing they hoped to some 
day be able to fly in the air. 
The people in Dayton, who hap­ 
pened to know about their work, 
warned them it would be their 
death, and thought them really 
crazy. 
The Wright brothers' home was 
two blocks east on 
Hawthorne 
street. The family consisted of 
their father, a fine old gentleman 
with a long snow-white beard, a 
retired bishop of the Methodist 
church. The mother had passed 
on. Other members of the fam­ 
ily were Wilber, the eldest son, 
and his brother, Orville, next, 
both bachelors; a sister, K athar­ 
ine, also unmarried, and a broth 
seated 98 people and was in a er. Oren.

the 
principal of the grammar school, 
just around the corner one block 
west on Broadway, where 
my 
young daughter attended school 
The youngest brother, Orin, was 
the only one married and away 
from home. Orin W right’s busi­ 
ness was operating a sprinkling 
wagon drawn by two big horses, 
which kept the dust settled on 
our street. Each storekeeper paid 
him 25c per week. I often talked 
with Orin, when he came to col­ 
lect his 25c. about his brothers, 
Wilbur and Orville, and about 
their work. He would say he felt 
sorry for them, to think they 
were so foolish as to risk their 
lives. Also their time and money 
on such a silly idea. But he would 
say, “They are so stubborn and 
determined that no one can tell 
them anything, so just let them 
go and they will both get killed.” 
Ran Picture Show 
My profession was 
repairing 
and tuning organs and pianos in 
the day time, and just ran my 
moving picture show at night for 
a pastime, as that was about all 
I got out of it those days. It was 
really doing good to m ake my 
expenses, which 
were 
around 
four dollars a night. 
We only ran one reel of film 
of about 800 or 900 feet a night 
and changed three times a week, 
and could only have about two 
shows a night, as it took so long 
to rewind the film, and people 
almost had to remain for the sec­ 
ond show to find out what it was 
all about. Those days we had no 
take-up spool for the film to run 
on, but instead it ran loose into a 
large galvanized box and would 
get into all kinds of knots and 
many breaks would result, which 
had to be patched together be­ 
fore being shown again. 
Moving 
picture shows those days were 
built in storerooms with a false 
floor elevated in the rear so one 
could see over the people. 
Ad­ 
mission was five cents. 
Watch Birds 
Being mechanical myself is the 
reason I would spend all 
my 
spare time hanging around the 
Wright brothers' shop. 
During this period the f i r s t 
airplane was finally completed, 
after many years of study, re­ 
search 
and 
experimenting. 
A 
book could be written covering 
the details. For instance, the boys 
would spend days in localities 
where turkey buzzards, chicken 
hawks or any large-winged birds 
were flying. With large field 
glasses they would make draw­ 
ings of the size and shape of 
their wings and tails and their 
movement in rising, descending 
and turning to the right or le ft- 
making 
notes 
describing 
the 
same. No one will ever know,

but the Wright brothers them­ 
selves. the vast amount of re­ 
search work done to accomplish 
the completion of the first model 
to a point where the first attempt 
could' be made to put it in the 
air. At this particular time they 
were searching for a place to ar­ 
range for this attempt. 
About eight miles east of Day­ 
ton. near Simms Station, a place 
called Huffman's Prairie, was se­ 
cured. The place was prepared 
by building a run-way out of 
two by fours. These skids, 
or 
horses, as they were known, were 
built about two feet from 
the 
ground, or just high enough for 
the sleigh runners to clear the 
ground, as their first plane used 
runners from an old sleigh in­ 
stead of wheels as used today. 
The skids were about four feet 
apart and the run-way was level 
and about 200 yards in length. 
The top of these 
skids 
were 
greased or soaped to make them 
slippery for the frame of 
the 
plane to skid on. Then the plane 
was hauled to this field, where 
the attem pt to fly it was to be 
made. 
No Publicity 
Now there was no 
publicity 
made and few people knew of 
these experiments. 
Those who 
did paid no attention because they 
figured it was just a crazy idea 
and nothing to it, and they would 
only get injured or killed. Even 
the newspapers would make no 
mention of it. 
The plane, as most everyone 
has seen in pictures, was a crude 
built fram e with the engine, about 
15 horsepower, and propellors in 
the rear. 
The driver's seat was placed in 
the front of the frame, 
which 
consisted of an old bicycle seat 
with handle bars to hold on to 
and guide. 
I not only witnessed many of 
the first attempts but really was 
a part of them. 
Several of us 
would help the boys place the 
frame on the slippery skids. One 
of the brothers would mount the 
bicycle seat, the other would go 
behind and spin the propeller. 
Finally the little engine would 
start hitting and missing, then by 
and by it would settle down to 
purring regularly. 
Yet with the engine wide open 
the plane would not move, so 
we would get behind it and push 
and run, getting up momentum. 
By the time we reached the end 
of the skids the speed would be 
sufficient to raise the plane per­ 
haps to a height of 10 to 25 feet 
and it would sail a distance of 
several hundred yards, more or 
less, then gently settle to 
the 
ground on the sleigh runners. 
At this particular time it was 
only 
possible 
to 
go 
straight 
ahead, to turn to the right or 
left had not yet been accomplish­ 
ed. 
The fram e was 
then 
turned 
around and pulled back on the 
sleigh 
runners 
to 
the 
skids, 
where another attempt was made. 
One by one these 
obstacles, 
with m uch study and experiment­ 
ing, w ere overcome. When the 
W right brothers were 
satisfied 
the plane would do all the things 
their imagination had led them 
to believe it would, and not until 
then, did they feel qualified to 
show their dream to the public. 
What they now needed most was 
help, financial help, to go ahead 
Up to this point their only help 
was deriued from their 
small 
earnings, which came from their 
bicycle and lawn mower shop 
and help from their sister Kath­ 
arine, who, by the way, was the 
only one having faith in what 
they w ere trying to do. 
Could they get any help from 
the Dayton people, their home 
town? No! Even then they were 
called crazy, and the newspapers 
still would not give them any 
publicity. They were too afraid. 
Their few patents were, how­ 
ever, basic, and have since prov­ 
ed to be perfectly valid. They 
tried and tried in vain to interest 
the United States government. 
They too would not 
recognize 
them, nor have anything to do 
with their seeming crazy idea. 
Later on Lieut. Selfridge of 
the U. S. Army became interest­ 
ed. He, too, tried in vain to get 
the officials of the U. S. Govern­ 
ment interested and 
to 
allow 
them to make an official test 
flight. 
Lieut. Selfridge, getting 
a leave of absence from the army, 
finally made arrangement for a 
test flight at Kittyhawk, N. C. 
When the time came, he hoped 
to interest some of the officials 
by having them present. 


L ltui. Selfridge Killed 
Arrangements being complet­ 
ed on December 17, 1903, Lieut. 
Selfridge 
and 
Orville 
Wright 
made the test. The plane fell to 
the ground and Lieut. Selfridge 
was killed. Orville was badly in­ 
jured and returned to Dayton, 
Ohio. For many weeks he was in 
a wheel chair. I talked to him 
several times, but have forgotten 
many of the details during the 


many years that 
have 
passed. 
However, I remember a newspa­ 
per item about a young newspa­ 
per man. who was at Kittyhawk, 
telegraphed his editor a descrip­ 
tion of what he had seen and re­ 
ceived this indignant reply: "You 
must be drunk 
again, 
you're 
fired.” 
This 
test 
flight 
settled 
all 
chances of getting the govern­ 
ment interested in Iheir "crazy 
idea.” 
About 1905 the brothers wrote 
to Great Britain, which had al­ 
ready heard of their experiments 
with the new invention and they 
were invited to come to Great 
Britain and make an official test 
flight. Now the problem of fin­ 
ancing the trip faced them. 


My understanding is that their 
fine sister. Katharine, who be­ 
lieved in them, financed the trip. 
Their success in Great Britain 
and France and other places in 
Europe is history now. However, 
what is not so well known is 
lhat this very plane sits today in 
London. England, and that the 
Wright brothers were the first hu­ 
man beings to ever take a heav­ 
ier than air motor driven con­ 
traption off the ground, fly it 
and land it safely on the ground 
again. As I understand, the Unit­ 
ed States government up to the 
present has been unable to secure 
the Wright's plane for the United 
States. 
Newspaper Recognition 
Then and only then did the, 
world recognize the 
successful 
development of the airplane. All 
the newspapers of the world gave 
them front page headlines. 
Upon ineir return to the Unit­ 
ed States, New York City gave 
them the well known home-com­ 
ing reception, which, however. I 
understand, did not interest the 
boys very much. 
Then Dayton, Ohio, their home 
town, 
arranged 
to 
give 
the 
Wrights the greatest home-com­ 
ing possible and the town was 
decorated as never before. Three 
large gold loving cups set with 
diamonds 
with 
each of their 
names, Wilbur, Orville and K ath­ 
arine, engraved on them, were 
prepared for the Wrights. 
These loving cups were dis­ 
played before their return in the 
window 
of the jewelry 
store 
which had them made. 
People from many parts of the 
country, wealthy men or their 
representatives, also 
promoters, 
came to see and invest in the 
new invention. 
The day of the great parade 
arrived and the Wrights refused 
to even take part in the event. 
Newspaper reporters and writers 
who called on them were told if 
anyone wanted to see them they 
would be at their home on Haw­ 
thorne street. 
Not in Parade 
The parade was conducted as 
planned, but the Wrights were 
not in it. They still remembered 
the treatment of the people of 
Dayton, their home town, and 
they did not feel like having any 
part in it. When the people did 
not see the Wrights in the parade 
and learned the truth, they flock­ 
ed to their home just to get to 
see them. Many could not even 
get near the place. The family, 
with their dear old white-haired 
father, were sitting on t h e i r 
front porch just as unconcerned 
as 
if 
nothing 
had 
happened, 
watching the great crowd. All 
interviews were refused, even the 
newspaper correspondents 
were 
turned down because they had 
refused to interview them be­ 
fore. 
However, 
many pictures 
were taken and newspapers all 
over the country gave them front 
pages with invented stories. But 
none of them, to my knowledge, 
contained 
the 
particulars 
and 
truth as I know them and am 
here writing them for the first 
time. 
The interested people learned 
the address of their shop on 3rd 
street. While I was standing in 
front of my picture show, just 
opposite the shop, watching the 
crowd going by, different 
ones 
would ask me where the Wright 
brothers' 
factory 
was 
located. 
When I pointed across the street, 
they would take one look, drop 
their heads and walk away. P er­ 
haps they expected to see a large 
factory building where the plane 
was built. 
A man by the name of Weber, 
a plumber who owned the two- 
story frame building and rented 
to the Wright brothers, had con­ 
ducted his plumbing business in 
that building for years. 
Being 
successful, he had also built a 
two-story brick building adjoin­ 
ing. Since the Wright brothers 
were his tenants, he was natural­ 
ly interested in their 
success; 
also, because of Mr. Weber's suc­ 
cess as a business man, his advice 
and counsel was often sought and 
accepted by them.

Interested people who were un­ 
able to get an interview with the 
W right 
brothers, 
returned 
to 
their homes and business, and 
immediately began to arrive let­ 
ters containing certifiied checks 
for $5,000, $10,000 and various 
amounts, no strings attached; they 
just wanted to get in the com­ 
pany on the ground floor.

It is sad they didn’t live to 
share in the great success of their 
achievement. 
I might add here, from my per­ 
sonal knowledge of the Wright 
brothers, it was never for one 
moment their desire or intention 
that the airplane would become 
an instrument of so great de­ 
struction as it is today, or any­ 
thing more than an emergency 
carrying instrument. 
They never would permit their 
plane to be used for exhibition 
purposes or stunt flying of any 
kind, but only legitimate flying.

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Safety Rules For Gas 
And Air Raids Stated 


The United States Office of Civilian Defense requests that the 
following instructions be published. 
The wording of these instruc­ 
tions has been approved by the authorities. _ 


W HA T TO DO IN AN AIR RAID 


1 .— in any air raid or blackout take cover im ­ 
m ediately. 
A.— If you are away from home get off the street. 
You are 10 tim es safer in a building than standing 
or walking on the street. 
If you are in a car pull to 
the side of the road immediately. 
I)o not double 
park. Keep clear of fire plugs. Get out of the car, 
bus or streetcar and take shelter. 
B.— If you are at hom e take im m ediate blackout 
precautions. Extinguish all lights. Have your fire- 
protection equipm ent ready. 
Go to your blackout 
room ; it should be the safest room in your house. 
Stay aw ay from windows. 
Bomb explosions sh at­ 
ter glass for considerable distances. 


2.— Don’t use the telephone. 
Rem em ber those 
persons who have been trained to protect you 
the 
air-raid wardens, fire w atchers, auxiliary firemen, 
auxiliary police and m any others— m ust be able to 
g et really im portant m essages through. Your per­ 
sonal calls have got to w ait until after the all-clear. 


3.— If you are caught in the open, lie down on 
your stom ach. 
You are twice as safe lying down 
as standing up. 


4.— If incendiary boihbs fall, play a coarse spray 
of w ater on them . Put out the fires started by the 
incendiaries first, then devote your attention to 
the bomb. 
The coarse spray of w ater burns the 
bomb up faster. 
A heavy jet, stream or bucket of 
w ater will make the bomb explode. 
If you have no 
w ay of treating the bomb with w ater, cover it with 
dry sand. 
Then with a blunt-nosed shovel scoop 
the bomb onto a pile of sand, dump the sand and 
bomb into a pail and take it outside. 


5.— Remember, obey your air-raid warden and 
other m em bers of the United States citizens de­ 
fense corps. 
They are trying to help you. 


6.— Above all— keep cool— stay hom e—put out 
lights— take shelter—lie down—sta y away from 
windows. 
You can help. 


W H A T TO DO IN A GAS ATTACK 


1 — Serious injury m ay result from exposure to 
liquid gas which may fall from airplanes. 
It is 
therefore imperative to remain indoors and keep 
the windows closed. 


2.— War gases are heavier than air. 
If you are 
inside a building rem ain there and, if possible, go 
upstairs. 
Do not com plicate the military effort by 
leaving your house unless circum stances make it 
absolutely necessary. 
If you are outside and not 
able to im m ediately go indoors, walk— do not run 
g et out of the gas area. Avoid puddles of liquid 
gas, basem ents, valleys and other low places. 


3.— If the windows of your room are broken go 
to another room or get out of the building. 


4.— If you have been exposed to a war gas— 
A.— Breathe through 
cloths w et with baking 
soda solution. 
B.— If you can go inside a building, do so, but 
first rem ove your outer clothing and leave it out­ 
side. 
q — Wash your hands and then your face with 
laundry soap and water. 
D.— W ash your eyes at once with a large amount 
of a solution of baking soda, one teaspoon fill of 
baking soda in a glass of water. 
E.— Take a bath, using plenty of laundry soap. 
F .— W ash your eyes again with baking soda so­ 
lution. 
5.— If splashes of liquid gas have gotten on you— 
A.— U sing sm all pieces of cloth, cleansing tissue 
or toilet paper, blot up as much of the liquid as you 
can, being careful not to spread it. 
' 
B.— Daub the contam inated area with cloths 
w et with Clorox, Purex, Sani-Clor, etc. 
C.— Steps B, C, D, E and F in 4 above. 


6.— Bo not get excited. 
Lie down and cover 
yourself with a blanket. 
Your air-raid warden will 
sum m on m edical aid. 


T here is no im m ediate serious danger from ex­ 
posure to any known w ar gas if you follow these 
sim ple rules.

A n­ 
other four or five hundred m ore 
injured and sick men will come 
in about the first of August, and 
six or seven hundred m ore be­ 
fore D ecem ber 1. 
.A ccording to architects on the 
project, only a portion of 
the 
buildings will be air-conditioned 
the theory being that most of the 
patients who will come here have 
fought and suffered in the tro p ­ 
ical heat of the Philippines and 
other places and therefore require 
the quiet of the desert m ore than 
air-conditioned rooms. 
Speed Vital 


Because of the num ber of in ­ 
jured m en coming from the com ­ 
bat zones, great speed is neces­ 
sary in rushing com pletion of the 
hospital buildings, it was reveal­ 
ed. C onstruction m en w ill work 
virtually night and day during 
the coming m onths. 
The U. S. 
Engineers have a num ber of m en 
here to supervise 
construction; 
and som e 18 draftsm en, engineers 
and architects are working long 
hours preparing plans and spec­ 
ifications in the office of A rchi­ 
tect Ulysses Floyd Rible. The 
engineers have an office in the 
old golf shop and Rible m aintains 
his office in the 
tennis 
club 
house, both on the grounds of El 
Mirador. A rchitect John P o r t e r 
Clark is in charge of Rible's of­ 
fice here in Palm Springs. 
A lthough by far 
the largest 
part, the Army G eneral Hospital 
is still only a portion of the total 
developm ents 
planned 
by 
the 
arm y in Palm Springs. 


New Project Planned 


A nother separate project to be 
located near and operated under 
the jurisdiction of the hospital is 
a m edical corps tactical opera­ 
tions training center on leased 
ground. 
An additional 20 acres 
were recently leased 
for 
this 
purpose. All im provem ents erect­ 
ed on this 20 acres will be tem ­ 
porary in nature and w ill 
be 
torn down after the war is over, 
according to reports. 
The buildings at the 
tactical 
training 
center 
will 
be 
very 
crude and as near as possible will 
sim ilate actual w ar area condi­ 
tions. The purpose of the tra in ­ 
ing center will be to teach arm y 
medical personnel to perform u n ­ 
der conditions such as they will 
find w hen they are sent into the 
actual com bat areas. 


Ferry Command to Build 


Still a third A rm y project for 
Palm Springs is the contem plat­ 
ed developm ent at the F errying 
Comm and base a t the new a ir­ 
port. This building and im prove­ 
m ent program designed to su b ­ 
stantially increase facilities of the 
Ferrying 
Command 
here 
will 
probably be launched some tim e 
this m onth. The project will in- 
elude the construction of several 
barracks to accom modate some 
200 enlisted men, a headquarters 
building, 
engineering 
building, 
small m ess hall, traffic control 
tower, and possibly some sort ot 
small hospital. A dditional im ­ 
provem ents of th e airport itself, 
com prising establishm ent of huge 
parking areas for planes and en ­ 
largem ents of runw ays m ay start 
about th e same time, it is u n ­ 
derstood. 
In the opinion of all inform ed 
persons, activity will be at the 
boiling point and Palm Springs 
will be crow ded w ith w orkm en 
when construction on all three 
of these projects gets underw ay.

City Council News 


At its regular m onthly m eeting 
for June, held W ednesday night, 
the P alm Springs city council 
approved Mayor Shannon’s ap ­ 
pointm ent of C larence Hyde as 
vice-chairm an of th e local 
d e­ 
fense council. 
The resignation of John Porter 
Clark as a m em ber of the p lan ­ 
ning commission w as accepted. 
Clark stated, in his letter of res­ 
ignation that he is too busy w ith 
architectural w ork at the new 
Army G eneral H ospital to do ju s­ 
tice to his post on th e planning 
commission. 
C. P. Adams w as appointed a 
m em ber of the planning commis­ 
sion to represent the city council 
on th at board. 
Discuss Tree Planting 
The com m ittee th a t has been 
m aking an investigation into the 
feasibility 
of 
planting 
palm s 
along McCallum Parkw ay, t h e 
new paved street w hich leads to 
the airport, recom m ended 
the 
m atter be postponed for the pres­ 
ent tim e in lieu o f the city's 
probable reduced incom e 
next 
year. Councilm an B oyd reported 
the planting would cost the city 
at least S600, probably more, the 
first year. His estim ates of cost 
were as follows: W atering, $60 a 
month for the first tw o months, 
$30 p er m onth after that. Initial 
cost of trees, $200. In addition to 
the expense feature, action on the 
planting was postponed because 
it is understood the A rm y F erry ­ 
ing Com m and m ay take over a 
good portion of the land through 
which McCallum P arkw ay pass­ 
es. 
Set Vacation Pay 
The council adopted a perm a­ 
nent policy relative to vacation 
and sick leaves fo r city 
em ­ 
ployees. These w ere as follows: 
V acations—the city employee 
is 
eligible to receive 
a 
vacation 
with full pay equal in length to 
one w orking day p er each m onth 
of his em ploym ent. H e must have 
worked a t least six m onths to be 
eligible for a vacation with pay. 
Sick leave—the city 
employee 
who m ust take tim e off from his 
work because of sickness is elig­ 
ible to receive one-half day's pay 
for each month he has been em ­ 
ployed, starting from the day he 
w ent to work. 
A resolution w as passed th at 
the city should req u est the Palm 
Springs Sanitary D istrict for p er­ 
mission to use the city dum p for 
another three years a t a cost of 
$1.00 per year. The sanitary dis­ 
trict ow ns the dum p. 
M ayor Shannon reported 
Dr. 
Fox, county health officer, has 
agreed to let health officer N ath­ 
an Basson spend all of his tim e 
in Palm Springs and Indio this 
sum m er, devoting th e m ajority 
of his w orking hours to this city. 
This w ill be at no ex tra cost to 
the city and is for the m onths 
of June, July and A ugust. It was 
agreed a health officer was need­ 
ed in Palm Springs all this sum ­ 
m er because of the increased pop­ 
ulation due to the arm y ’s activi­ 
ties here. 
A irport Discussed 
A le tter was read from the C. 
A. A. rem inding th e city of its 
agreem ent to m aintain the new 
airport a fter the governm ent had 
built it. The com m unication sta t­ 
ed w ith w arm w eather here th e 
oiled runw ays should be kneaded 
and rolled with a m ultiple-tired 
roller to preserve th e life of the 
paving. The city does not own 
such a roller, but City S treet 
Superintendent J. K. Sanborn re ­ 
ported the equipm ent could be 
rented for about five dollars per 
day.

Bigley Wins Suit 


In Local Court 


City Judge Guy Pinney, yester­ 
day, Thursday, handed down his 
decision on the much-discussed 
suit of Floyd Bigley and four 
other local business men against 
Henry 
Douglas 
and 
Earle 
C. 
Strebe, 
owner 
of 
the 
Palm 
Springs Theatre, for recovery of 
$300 paid Douglas in connection 
w ith a theatre screen advertising 
and promotion plan which never 
m aterialized after Douglas assert- 
edly had pocketed the money and 
spent it. 
Five causes for action were set 
forth in the com plaint based up ­ 
on 
the claim of Floyd Bigley, 
him self; and the claim s of John 
H. DeVine, Homer J. King, W il­ 
liam 
H. 
M arvin 
and 
Charles 
W endling, doing business as the 
Kikapoo Sportswear, all assigned 
to Bigley for the purpose of suit. 
Strebe was com pletely exoner­ 
ated of any responsibility in four 
of the causes for action, receiving 
an adverse decision on only one 
count, that of Floyd Bigley. B ig­ 
ley was granted judgm ent against 
b ith Strebe and Douglas for $60 
and costs. 
Douglas, on the other hand, 
who solicited the business men 
and 
allegedly 
pocketed 
the 
money which was to be used for 
the theatre advertising plan, did 
not fare so well as Strebe. Judg­ 
m ent in favor of the plaintiffs 
against 
Douglas 
for 
$60 
was 
granted upon each of the first, 
second, third and fourth causes 
of action: namely, $60 each on 
behalf of Bigley, the assignee, 
and John H. DeVine. Homer J. 
King and William H. Marvin. The 
judgm ent against Douglas 
will 
be entered upon the filing of the 
required arfidavit of his 
non­ 
m ilitary service. 
The fifth cause of action, based 
upon the claim of Charles W end­ 
ling, against Strebe and Douglas 
was 
dismissed 
completely 
be­ 
cause W endling had not complied 
with the civil code by filing the 
necessary certificate of transact­ 
ing business under a fictitious 
name. 
The joint suit aaginst Strebe 
and Douglas was the outgrowth 
of a theatre screen advertising 
prom otion plan that Douglas sold 
at $60 a shot to some 12 or more 
Palm Springs business men 
in 
January of this year; and which 
never m aterialized after Douglas 
signed up the stores and alleged­ 
ly pocketed the money. 
Douglas 
sold the advertising plan on the 
strength it would be staged in 
one of Palm Springs’ three thea­ 
tres, all of which are operated by 
Earle Strebe, and thus the let­ 
ter's involvem ent in the suit. 
The suit was first tried in the 
local city court on May 11, the 
attorneys appearing before Judge 
Pinney again on May 14 to argue 
the case. Strebe was represented 
by A ttorney Roy Colegate, Bigley 
and 
his associates 
by 
Eugene 
Therieau. As Douglas could not 
be found, he did not appear him ­ 
self, nor was he represented in 
court by counsel. 
W hen contacted today, A ttor­ 
ney 
Therieau 
did 
not 
know 
w hether the six or seven other 
business men involved in the ad ­ 
vertising stunt, and represented 
by him, would file their suits or 
not.

The fact that Palm Springs has 
no medical doctor 
during the 
sum m er months has been a bone 
of contention for 
m any 
years. 
D uring the 
w inter 
season the 
medical facilities are excellent, as 
this city is fortunate in having 
some of the finest doctors in the 
west; 
but, 
unfortunately, 
our 
splendid w inter physicians are a l­ 
so well-liked sum m er physicians 
som ewhere else, as most of them 
have 
well-established 
sum m er 
practices at other resorts. 
This year the problem is more 
acute than ever before, due to the 
fact large num bers of construc­ 
tion men are coming to town to 
work on the various arm y pro­ 
jects. 
It is conservatively esti­ 
m ated more 
than 
a 
thousand 
workm en will be employed on 
these projects w ithin six weeks, 
which will give Palm Springs a 
population of w ell over 2000. w ith 
no medico for the civilian popu­ 
lation. 
True, thgre are some great doc­ 
tors at the Army G eneral Hos­ 
pital, but this is an arm y hospital 
for service men and not a hospi­ 
tal for civilians. 
Because of these 
facts, it is 
hoped some solution to the prob­ 
lem can be found this sum mer. It 
is possible the Oklahoma doctor 
m ay be this solution.

W ar is the great disturber. We 
see it upset industries like the 
automobile industry, or the tire 
industry, so th at factories make 
w ar equipm ent; show room s are 
empty, and salesmen become m a­ 
chinists or w atchm en at w a r 
plants. 
Sometimes w e do not realize 
how much war disturbs little in­ 
dustries. This w eek let’s take a 
little industry th at has no direct 
connection w ith th e war, and look 
at w hat the w ar is doing to it. 
We w ill take for an exam ple the 
flower industry. Flow er growing, 
in Southern California alone, is 
about a 12-m illion-dollar-a-year 
industry; shipping as far as Chi­ 
cago and Florida. Seven hundred 
or more carloads of flow ers left 
Southern California 
yearly 
by 
express for the East, A bout 1500 
were engaged in this business in 
Southern 
California, 
as 
firms; 
about 8000 as individuals. 
Two hundred eight of 
these 
firms were Japanese, but 60% of 
the acreage was controlled 
by 
them. It is interesting to note 
however, that this 
represented 
only 40% in valuation, for the 
Japanese grew cheaper flowers. 
When the Japanese entered the 
field in any flower, th e w hite 
growers, speaking generally, quit 
that field. 
The w hite growers 
knew that they could not com­ 
pete w ith the fam ily type, cheap 
labor of the Japanese. 
Why did we have this busi­ 
ness? Because we could grow the 
flowers the year 'round; because 
we could offer a wide variety of 
items. Florida m ight 
claim 
to 
grow better Glads; or Chicago to 
grow better roses, and in order 
to avoid argum ent w ith l o c a l 
cham bers of commerce you note 
that I say they "m ight claim,” 
but neither Chicago nor Florida 
could offer the buyer the variety 
which California could ship in 
one car, or one shipm ent, and 
when express rates are as much 
as the cost of the flowers them ­ 
selves, and sometimes 
several 
times the cost, then variety in 
one shipm ent m ay represent the 
difference betw een profit 
and 
loss. 
A fter December, for weeks, the 
sales of seeds dropped 96%. Then 
the Japanese hoped to avoid evac­ 
uation by planting 50% 
f o o d 
crops, 50% flowers. They sold or 
leased to "scavengers,” who simp­ 


ly harvested the flowers when 
evacuation came, as they bloom ­ 
ed, w ithout care, w ithout w ater, 
w ithout putting anything into the 
ground or business. This period 
of transition w ill end now and 
the effects of w ar on the flow er 
industry will be evident. 
No pipe is 
available; 
hose, 
w hen it can be bought, 
costs 
more than twice w hat it cost a 
few m onths ago, yet 
nurseries 
must have pipe or hose, w hether 
it be for flowers, 
or 
tom ato 
plants (almost all of w hich w ere 
grown by Japanese nurseries. It 
is illegal to move pipe in any 
agricultural project. There will 
be a shortage of shipping facili­ 
ties. Gladioli cannot be 
raised 
w ithout sugar, which is needed 
as th e base for the insecticides 
used. Labor is going 
into 
tiie 
arm y o r industry. 
W hat is the flower industry to 
do? T he suggestion is m ade that 
the land be turned to vegetables; 
yet 
th e 
average 
size 
of 
the 
“farm ” is 9.7 acres, not enough 
for profitable vegetable farming- 
Shall the ow ners become fore- 


i men on larger ranches? If they 


j do, 
th e

employees 
will 
I shrink to a fraction of th at num ­ 
ber, for flower growing is a fam ­ 
ily 
business, and one cannot 
tran sfer the family to the new 
job. A griculture will thus Jose 
needed man power, and woman 
power.

Defense Workers

grade. 
Their teacher, George F. Maning- 
ton, has 
announced 
that there 
were a num ber of excellent a r­ 
ticles subm itted and judged this 
to be the best one. 


Essay Follows 
Are w e ready to defend our­ 
selves against an air raid? 
Our 
governm ent believes that at any 
time we m ay be attacked, and is 
training thousands of our young 
men for active duty on the war 
fronts. 
T hey are trained to de­ 
fend our property aw ay from our 
shores. 
B ut are we ready to de­ 
fend ourselves at home? 
In this 
essay I am going to explain some 
of the duties of our Civilian D e­ 
fense w orkers, so you may better 
understand w hat is being done at 
home to guard against the Axis. 
It will be divided into two parts. 
Defense of Property and Defense 
of Civilians. 
The form er w ill be 
told first. 
The different duties 
will be described in the order as 
they would come in an actual air 
raid. 
A ir Observers 


The first group of w orkers to 
go into action 
is 
the airplane 
spotters, who are alw ays on-the 
alert for enem y 
planes. 
They 
phone the inform ation to the po­ 
lice and fire departm ents, and 
other sources, who in turn notify 
the air raid 
wardens 
and the 
auxiliary 
police 
and 
firemen. 
During an air raid it is the duty 
of the air raid w ardens to see 
that all lights are out and all the 
people off the streets. 
The au x ­ 
iliary police during a raid have 
the full pow ers of the police to 
arrest people. 
Their job is to 
watch the streets and keep peo­ 
ple in order. 
The auxiliary fire­ 
men help th e fire departm ent and 
the fire w atchers, whose job it is 
to spot, report and fight fires. 
N ext came the messengers, who 
probably have the most danger­ 
ous job. 
They deliver messages 
during the bombing if the tele­ 
phone w ires are crowded or not 
w orking . 
Rescue Squads 
The rescue squads help break 
into houses which 
have 
been 


bombed and bring the wounded 
to safety. 
The road repair crew s 
repair the 
roads . which have 
been 
dam aged, 
to 
speed 
the 
transportation of men and w ound­ 
ed civilians. 
A fter the bombing 
is over the 
demolition 
squads 
tear down any skeletons of build­ 
ings which have been left by the 
bombs, and the clearance crew s 
help to clear the streets of w reck­ 
age. 
Then the bomb squads lo­ 
cate and destroy any unexploded 
bombs which 
may 
have 
been 
dropped on the city. 


C ivilian Defense 


N ext the activities of the D e­ 
fense of Civilians will be de­ 
scribed, which includes the w ork 
of the Red Cross. 
The first w orkers to go into 
action in this section are the res­ 
cue squads, 
which 
carry 
the 
wounded to safety. Then trained 
first aiders relieve the suffering 
of the injured until they can be 
carried to a hospital. 
The wo- 
| men's am bulance corps help the 
Red Cross w orkers 
in 
carrying 
and transporting patients to m ed­ 
ical care. 
In this section also the 
m essengers have 
an im portant 
part to play in the delivering of 
messages during the em ergency. 
The w om en’s and nurses’ aid help 
the trained nurses in the caring 
for bombed civilians. 
Those in 
the em ergency food and housing 
corps care for lost children and 
orphans and fam ilies which have 
had their houses bombed. 
They 
also help to feed and house in­ 
jured soldiers. 
In case of a gas 
bombing 
the 
decontam ination 
squads go into the gassed areas, 
neutralize the 
gas 
and revive 
those who are still alive. 


Red Cross W orkers 


D uring all of the civilian d e ­ 
fense the Red Cross w orkers are 
most im portant. 
They not only 
w ork during an air raid, but at 
other times. They knit, have can ­ 
teen services, and make bandages 
for the arm y and help to keep 
up the m orale of the country as 
w ell as of the soldiers. 


All Must Help 


A fter you have read this I hope 
you w ill understand how im port­ 
ant it is to have a large and ef­ 
ficient civilian defense. 
Have we 
this civilian defense? To have it 
both sufficient and large every­ 
one m ust join and cooperate in 
this great emergency. 
R em em ­ 
ber the arm y 
can’t do it all. 
It 
m ust have the 
full cooperation

TO BE ENLISTED 


AT MARCH FIELD 


The recruiting office at M arch 
Field this week opened its doors 
to potential glider pilots in the 
Army A ir Forces. Applicants are 
now being processed and quali­ 
fied civilians enlisted for train ­ 
ing w hich w ill begin soon, ac­ 
cording to Capt. Otis B. C raw ­ 
ford, officer in charge of recruit­ 
m ent. 
Male citizens of 
the 
U nited 
States betw een the ages of 18 
and 35 are eligible, provided any 
one of the following aerial expe­ 
rience requirem ents is met: 
A pplicant holds currently ef­ 
fective Civil Aeronautics A uth­ 
ority A irm an’s Certificate, private 
grade or higher. 
A pplicant holds lapsed C.A.A. 
Certificate, private grade or high­ 
er, providing expiration was sub­ 
sequent to January 1, 1941. 
A pplicant certifies he has com­ 
pleted 200 o r more glider flights. 
A pplicant certifies he was a 
form er aviation cadet, or student, 
who was elim inated for flying 
deficiency after he had success­ 


fully com pleted the course of ele­ 
m entary instruction. 
In lieu of these requirem ents, 
recruiting officers may accept for 
enlistm ent for glider pilot train ­

eralize the im portance of local 
governm ent, schools, police and 
tire protection, and that they be­ 
lieve everyone should 
shoulder 
their portion of the burden. He 
praised the Indians for 
giving 
their O.K. to the move to tax 
the non-Indians who have been 
using the reservation as a refuge 
to avoid paym ent of taxes. 


An appraisal com m ittee of In ­ 
dians will w ork w ith the crew of 
deputy tax assessors in m aking 
the 
assessments. 
This 
Indian 
com m ittee will be of trem endous 
help to tiie county men, accord­ 
ing to Burchfield, by 
showing 
them which buildings and houses 
are owned by non-Indians and 
giving the nam es of the owners. 
Burchfield would not venture 
to guess as to how much money 
is involved in connection with 
the assessed valuation of the non- 
Indian owned im provem ents, but 
he did not believe it would run 
into a very large figure. "It isn’t 
the revenue we expect to get, 
it’s the principle of the thing.” is 
the way Burchfield put it. 
C an't Tax Land 
The land itself is not involved 
in this taxation m ove by 
the 
county, as the land is ow ned by 
the Indians and is therefore tax- 
exempt. Only the unsecured per­ 
sonal property of whites, M ex­ 
icans, colored folks and other 
non-Indians is to be taxed; and 
in the case of such tax-exem pt 
lands, this includes houses, sheds, 
buildings and all other personal 
property not actually ow ned by 
Indians.

fines. 
W hether it pays o r not is aside 
from the point. The governm ent 
w ants it. 
Small presses two feet 
square, may be built, a heavy 
iron like a pile driver, will be 
hoisted and dropped, thus com­ 
pacting the cans. 
T hese shipped 
to the copper sm elter, are tre a t­ 
ed w ith w ater im pregnated w ith 
>je solution w hich reduces the 
-ans to powder containing the 
metal desired. In all likelihood a 
central bin will be established to 
which people will be required to 
bring their cans. 
C ards have been sent to all 
rural boxholders in the county, 
proffering th e services of WPA 
to dism antle heavy 
machinery.
